BILL TO PROTECT HISTORIC 


AND ARTISTIC TREASURES 


(By Associated i'ress) 


Paris, Aug. 30.—Senator Ciuillaumo 


Chastenot has Introduced a bill fata 
the Senate which, If It becomes a. law, 
will have a certain Interest for Am- 
erican art collectors: The object of 
the bill Is to protect "France's historic 
and artistic treasures," which tho Sen- 
ator thlnlis will bo In greater danger 
than ever after tho war. 


An article in tho bill proposes a pro- 


gressive, export tax on all works of art 
leaving the country. .The senator sug- 


gests a 10 per cent, lax on' tlio first 
fl.OOO, 16 per cent, on the second, and 
20 per cent, on the third. The vai.uo 
of the work of art Is to bo established 
by a declaration of the exporter, as 
checked by tho exportation bureaus, a 
committee of experts to dccldo wl<cn 
(here Is a disagreement.

drawn up on (he lines of Italian legis-

It will be in order for the states as well as for all individuals 


. to co-operate cordially with the government in the matter of 
food -control, yet it may be questioned whether it will be well 
for the states to establish too much machinery of their own. 
Food control was designed as a war measure of the federal 
government and if it is to do its work properly it must be 
directed by, the government. The average layman can hardly 
understand how stale aid should be necessary for the "enforce- 
ment of federa'ldecrecs" or how the federal government can 
lack jurisdiction in any part of the United States with refer- 
ence to the enforcement of federal laws. 


New York has mapped out a state food control bill which is 


said to have the sanction of Controller Hoover, and our con- 
temporary is of the opinion that all of the states should pursue 
a similar course. But the danger is that if every state has a 
food control law of its own there will be more or less conflict 
between the state and federal authorities, with ensuing dif- 
ficulty in placing the responsibility for the failure of food con- 
trol to do its work property. 


As before stated, co-operatlou of the most hearty character 


will be proper and necessary, but it seems to this newspaper 
that nothing should be done to take any part of the responsi- 
bility for the enforcement of this law from the hands of M'r. 
Hoover, who has been designated by the President to enforce 
the law. He is a man who evidently has the requisite ability
